Most of these chronic headaches 
have a nervous origin, but with 
th a t class of headache I do not in ­ 
tend to deal today.

How often does sinus disease of the 
nose cause chronic headache? Years 
ago Gruenw ald taught th at h ead ­ 
ache was present in IOO per cern of 
rases of acute sinus disease and in 
50 per cent of chronic cases.

analysis of cases a t the Cleveland 
Clinic puts the percentage much 
lower and shows th at headache is a

The cause of headache of nasa, 
origin is usually a deviation of the

nose. or stalls following obstruction 
to drainage. 
A nother cause of discom fort in 
the head from sinus disease is con­ 
gestion o f'th e circulation, which is

At a recent m eeting held on the 
cam pus of Ohio S tate university 
it is reported that this year’s big­ 
gest farm problem —how to get th e 
work done- was explained to the 
farm ers and farm im plem ents deal­ 
ers in attendance. 
Addressing the m eeting was G. 
W 
McCuen, head of the d ep art­ 
m ent of 
agricultural engineering, 
who reported on a Chicago confer­ 
ence which dealt with this all 
im ­ 
portant task. 
McCuen reviewed the farm o u t­ 
look in this way—th a t Uncle Sam , 
this year, needs the greatest agri­ 
cultural production in history and 
th a t farm ers will have the sm allest 
labor 
supply 
in 
history 
because 
m en are going into the m ilitary 
service and defense factories. The 
answer to this problem, McCuen 
pointed out, is of course, m achinery 
and he told of plans form ulated a t 
Chicago to meet this peed. 
Despite pressing needs of defense 
plants, the farm equipm ent indus­ 
try has been given a priority rating 
for m aterials to m ake 80 per cent 
as m any new m achines
